The Board, however, shall have powers with the prior 
concurrence of the Forward Markets Commission to 
extend or reduce the above referred to delivery period.”, 

(C) in clause (k), in the first sentence, for the word* 
“Kartik, Vaishakh, Chaitra, Ashwin, Bhadrapad and 
Margashirsh", wherever they occur, the words “Novem- 
ber, May, April, September and/or October, August and 
December” respectively shall be substituted; and 

(D) after clause (m), the following clause shall be 
inserted, namely 

“(n) The provisions of clauses (h), (j) and (k) 
hereof as they stood immediately before 27th August 
1965 (date of approval by the Secretary, Forward Mar- 
kets Commission) shall be applicable for Ashwin S.Y. 

L410GI/65 ( 7 ) 


2021 delivery of Turmeric and the said provisions, as 
amended on the aforesaid date, shall be applicable to 
May 1966 delivery and subsequent deliveries of Turme- 
ric/’ 

II. In Bye-law 257, after Clause (1), the following 
Clause shall be inserted, namely 

“(1A) — The Board may, from time to timo, by a re- 
solution passed by itself and concurred in by the For- 
ward Markets Commission suspend the provisions of 
Clause (1) hereof and/or introduce any system, pay- 
ment and/or amount of deposit payable in respect or all 
transactions in hedge contract in authorised commodi- 
ties for a specified period or until further notice as may 
be determined.” 

In pursuance of proviso to Sub-section (4) of Section 
11 of the said Act, the approval of the Secretary, For- 
ward Markets Commission, has been obtained for dis- 
pensing with the condition of previous publication of the 
above-mentioned amendments in the interest of the 
trade.
